GRADE  OF  TREES.— These  trees  are  not  picked  over  and 
dwarfish,  but  are  first-class  in  every  respect.  They  come  up  to 
the  specifications  given  in  “SOME  REASONS,”  copy  of  which 
I enclose.  Your  attention  is  especially  directed  to  this.  It  is 
rare  that  such  an  opportunity  is  afforded  to  obtain  EIRST- 
CLASS  pecan  trees  at  these  prices. 

FRESHLY  DUG.— All  trees  are  freshly  dug  after  order  is 
received.  Much  depends  upon  this.  The  failure  of  trees  to  live 
is  attributable  in  a large  extent  to  the  neglect  of  this  precau- 
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tion.  Trees  are  carefully  packed  in  sphagnum  moss,  and  are 
promptly  forwarded  by  express. 

SHIPMENT.— -Shipment  of  trees  can  usually  be  made  in  from 
one  to  three  days  after  receipt  of  order,  the  time  depending 
upon  the  prevailing  weather  and  the  number  of  orders  ahead  for 
shipment.
